Tt must be confessed that though our pecple are as p
triotio an amy other under the sun, and though they do
honor and respect the name of Washington, as ‘‘first in
ponce, first in war and first in the hearts of his country-
mwen,” yet heretotore there ban not besn ap much spirit
manifested in the celebration of his birthday as the peo-
ple of other countrien display on the anniversaries of
the birth of their heroes and statesmen, cven in this
country. The acoual tion of the y
of Burns and the retura of S, Patrick’s day has often
called forth more resl enthusissm in New York than the
paniversary of the I g of the Pilgri or the
sanual return of Washington's birthday.

It w emisently just and proper to sppropristely honor
the memory of a great public benefactor. It mrgues a
Inck of patriotism, of publle spirit, of common grati-
tude in & people, who are comfessedly indebted to thelr
great men for benefits ocnferred, not to make some
publicscknowlelgment of the fact. Itis only in clvilized
pations that smch celebrations are knows, as it is only
@ civilized community that can appreciate properly bril-
Hant deeds, pure intention, and great 1 abilities amd

In the case of Washington it is eminently ap-
propriate to celebrate his birthday, for surely no nation
waa ever 50 indebted to a benefactor as is ours to him.
Had he so wished, America might have been s kingdom
©r an oligarchy, and he posseswed of kingly power; but
Be roas superior to the woaknessen that beset mnot only
ordimacy but great minds, and preferred that his country
should be free rather than himself grasp to any personal
honor or dignity that could be conforred upon him by
socepting regal authority. Other great men have had
such staios upon their character that their most bril-
liant deeds will mot serve to obliterate them from the
minds of men; but all history, cotemporansous and
posth i g fn ledging that Wash-
ington’s character and li%e were sbove and beyond re-
proach or musploion. There have been genorals whose
Het of military trinmph' exceeded his in more mumber,
yet none were more skilinl than he in adapiing means to
#ods, and doing much with lttle. As a stateaman, he
was pet a grest projestor of public measures, for to Jaf-
fersom and Hamilton isn due the glory of originating
pearly all the institutions we bomst of as peculiarly
American; yot he was the pllot who steered the
